Such  duties,  inculcating 
the  spirit  of  loyalty  and  service  in  the  hearts  of 
children  are  considered  among  the  highest  obliga¬ 
tions  of  life. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
give  special  attention  to  the  public  schools;  seeing 
that  the  children  obtain  proper  education  in  the 
history  of  our  country;  distributing  literature  for 
the  observance  of  patriotic  holidays;  giving  in¬ 
struction  in  the  teaching  of  the  sacredness  of 
Memorial  Day;  presenting  Flags  to  the  schools,  and 
instructing  the  children  in  the  history  of  the  Flag 
and  the  mighty  principles  for  which  it  stands.

Circles  may  admit  to  honorary  membership  of 
the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  all 

honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines 
and  also  ex-army  nurses,  sons,  grandsons  and 
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nephews  of  the  veterans  of  the  late  Rebellion,  en¬ 
joying  all  privileges  without  any  initiation  fees  or 
dues.
